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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. 

First, Applicant argues limitations have impermissibly been added from the Specification. This is not the case, as Applicant's own MPEP 
citation (remarks, page 2) inidicate ("understanding of the claim language may be aided by explanations contained in the written 
description"). Further, claim amendments (such as the one Applicant discusses, "the update server does not receive ...") must be 
supported by the original disclosure, thus new limitiatons must be viewed consistent with the original disclosure's presented understanding. 
Applicant cannot argue the limitations mean something not previously supported by the original disclosure. 

Second, Applicant argues there is not positive recitation in Cheng of the update server not receiving or evaluating information. This has 
been shown as previously indicated by at least column 13, lines 48-57, "stateless update server". 

Third, Applicant contends the claimed update process has been read upon portions of Cheng but not others and that this is improper. This 
is not the case, as Cheng is merely required to disclose the Applicant's process. Disclosing more than Applicant's process does indicate 
Applicant's process is not disclosed. The broadest reasonable interpretation is to "an update process". 

Fourth, Applicant argues the limitaiton "the update server does not receive ..." is not disclosed. The broadest reasonable interpretation of 
this claim language is disclosed as previously indicated (see at least the Final mailed 24 July 2008). 

The rejections are maintained. 
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
